December 16.—I am now in a position to 
confirm my preyious forecasts and state the follow- 
ing on the best possitle authority: The temporary 
understanding betwern the Government and Parnell 
is drawirg to an end: Salisbury has been unable to 
make any successful concessions to Parnell; there 
fore the Irish grapes are becoming sour. But the 
Libera! leaders cannot take up any definite line till 
the Government show their band. There must be 
some Tory proposal for dealing with tne Irish 
question. As this, in all probability, will be 
wholly inadequate, Gladstone’ ._—iwill be 
prepared to trump Salisbury 's card. 
It is too soon to attempt to prophesy when Glad- 
stone will take office. but if Salisbury and Parnell 
fall out, and the Irish votes go against the Tories, 
Salisbury will resign office and the Liberals must 
take the question up. Then Gladstone wiil have 
his scheme ready and will make strenuous efforts 
to carry it. Parneli's concurrence, of course, is

The New .York Commissioners’ Inquiry— 
Montreal Glass Men’s Strike. 

tocHEe rex, N. Y., December 16.—Labor Com - 
missioner Peck was all day yesterday examining 
witnesses. Among them has been a molder, tailor 
aud a printer, The molder testified that the wages 
of his class averaged $2:0 $3 aday. The recent 
strike was caused by an attempfed reduction of 
wages.

"The Wholesale Assassination of Lead- 


ing Citizens Plotted—All the Con- 
spirators Under Arrest—The Oity 
Coroner the Prime Mover—Confes- 
sion of Henry Weisman, the Dyna- 
miter of the Murderous Gang. 


San Franctsco, December 16.—-A most sensa- 
tional and startling plot for the wholesale assassin~ 
ation of the most prominent men in this city came 
to light here late last night. Some time ago the 
police obtained information of the existence of an 
organization called “The Soctalistic Revolutionary 
Association.” which, it was asserted, was composed 
of ultra-Socialistic members, A close watch was 
kept on their movements, and the police finally 
succeeded in obtainipg the minutes of one of their 
meetings, beld November 23, From these facts it 
was discovered that it was the intention of the 
association to put aut of the way about twenty 
men, including W. T. Coleman, Congressman W. 
W, Morrow, Gea, W. H, I. Barnes, Mayor Bartlett, 
United States Judge Lorenzo Sawyer, Leland 
Standford, Charles Crocker, Governor Stoneman, 
the principal police officials, and several others.

THE ‘PROSPECTIVE List,” 

and placed in the hands of the Executive Com-~- 
mittee to carry out the orders of the association. 
The committee were to devise the best mode of 
accomplishing the ends of the base plot, and were 
thas engaged, when their work was brought to a 
sudden termination last night by the discovery of 
the association’s headquarters at No. 909 Mont- 
gomery avenue by the police, and the arrest of 
four men found in the room named Julius ©, 
Koosher, Henry Weiseman, Charies Mittelistadt 
and Oscar Eggers. In the room were also found a 
complete laboratory for the manufacture of infernal 
machines. The men were taken to the City Prison, 
when they boldly asserted they were dynamiters, 
and proposed to get rid of the citizens named and 
then raze Cainatown, The privovers also belong to 
the German branch of the Anti-Coolie League 
Nocharge has yet been entered against the pris- 
onera.

AN IMPORTANT SUIT. 
C. W. Davis, of Sedgewick County, Kansas, 
now has four cases pending in the United 
States Circuit Court at Topeka for $97,000 
damages against the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco Road,. for discriminating against and 
ruining his coal trade, by favoring, both in 
rates and facilities of shipment, the trade of 
the Rogers Coal Company, a company formed 
by C. W. Rogers, general manager of the 
railroad, the railroad company itself taking 55 
per cent of the stock of the Rogers Coal Com- 
pany. 
If Mr. Davis proves damages from discrim- 
ination to the amount claimed, there are recent 
decisions indicating that he will get judgment 
for the whole amount, and that the St. Louis 
and San Francisco Railroad will be taught a 
wholesome and much needed lesson as to what 
is due to the publi¢ and to shippers from com- 
mon carriers. 
Only a fewdays ago Judge BaxTER, of the 
United States District Court in Ohio, removed 
General Prass, the receiver of the Cleveland 
and Marietta Railroad, for discriminating in 
favor of the Standard Oil Company and against 
asmall Marietta refinery in the transportation 
of oil. Judge BaxTEeR denounced such railroad 
discriminatian as unlawful, and regretted that 
he could only remove PgeasE from the receiver- 
ship, and that be could not punish him as he 
deserved for “robbing the poor and giving to 
the rich whodid not need it.”\ 
A yearor more ago the Post-DISPATCH 
commented on the award of $5,000 damages to 
SCHOFIELD, SHURMER and TEAGLE, who had 
sued the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
Railroad for discriminating against them and 
in favor of the Standard Oil Company. The 
railroad contended for the right to discriminate 
in favor of the larger against the ‘smaller ship- 
per, but Judge McKenny of the Cleveland 
Court of Common Pleas gave such instructions 
to the jury as to the rights of shippers and the 
duties of common carriers under the common 
law, that the plaintiffs were awarded the dam- 
ages aforesaid, and the railroads carried the 
case to the Supreme Court of Ohio. Judge 
McKeEnny held that the plaintiffs were en- 
titled to recover, with interest, the full amount 
they had paid in excess of the rates paid to the 
saine railroad by the Standard Oil Company, 
and that the plaintiffs were entitled also to an 
injunction restraining the railroad from re- 
peating the discrimination. A few days ago 
Judge McKENNY’s rulings in this case were 
affirmed by the Ohio Supreme Court, which 
held that railroads are subject to judicial con- 
prevent abuses of the _ privi- 
leges and powers granted to them. 
That tribunal also held that, even if 
a railroad could ordinarily discriminate 
harmlessly among shippers by keeping within 
the bounds of reasonable rates, “yet when 
the lower rate is either intended to give or has 
the necessary effect of giving an exclusive 
monopoly affecting the business or destroying 
the trade of other shippers, the latter have the 
right to require an equal rate for all under 
like circumstances.” Rebates granted solely in 
consideration of larger shipments, were pro- 
nounced unlawful discriminations when preju- 
dicial to the interests of other shippers, and 
the court declared that contracts of that kind 
would be held void as against public policy, 
where they tended to injure, if not destroy, the 
business of smalier operators. The duty of 
the courts to prevent such injury by granting 
injunctions without requiring plaintiffs to first 
establish their rights by an action at law, was 
explicitly recognized. The decision also de- 
clared that the courts of Ohio could not ignore 
such illegal acts of injurious discrimination com- 
mitted or threatened in that State by inter- 
State railroads. 

Under the common law as thus laid down, 
Mr. Davis would recover in the United States 
Circuit Court at Topeka only the actual amounts 
he had paid the railroad in excess of the rates 
charged to the Rogers Coal Company. But 
there are Kansas statutes applicable to his 
cases, and they will be tried before a United 
States CircuitJudge who formerly served on the 
Supreme Bench of Kansas. Davis seeks to 
recover not only the excess he paid the rail- 
road, but fair compensation for the damage 
and loss inflicted on him by the unlawful and 
ruinous discrimination of the railroad against 
his business. He is equitably entitled to such 
relief, and it would be well if the law per- 
mitted the court to try the effect of compelling 
the road to pay exemplary or punitive 
damages. Buteven the enforcement of the 
simple principles and remedies of the common 
law would have saved the business of many a 
firm and many a community from ruin; it 
would have prevented the cual business, the oil 
business and many other great interests from 
falling a prey to the predatory methods and 
unlawful combinations of monopolists.

THE GAS QUESTION. 

In his veto message, Mayor FRaNcts gives 
the Water Gas Company the credit of bringing 
the old monopoly to terms, and, besides thank- 
ing the Assembly for passing the Water Gas 
bill, he intimates that he would have voted for 
it himself under the circumstances. But, for 
cogent reasons which will satisfy public opin- 
ion, he returns the bill without his approval, 
and thus enables the Municipal Assembly to re- 
consider it in connection with competing propo- 
sitions that were not in sight when the bill was 
first submitted to him. 
Whatever may be the result, the Mayor has 
admirably utilized all the opportunities of the 
situation so far as his action could be made

Bat if the Watet Gas bill becomes a law, and 
the conseqttence is that the old monopoly con- 
tinnes to extort $2 50 for gas, and to prevent 
any competitor from entering its field until 
1890, there will be bitter indignation thruugh- 
otit the two-thirds of the city lying south of 
Washington avenue and the blame will be laid 
altogether upon the Assembly, none of it upon 
the Mayor. He has done all he could to afford 
the desired relief, and only the consent of the 
Municipal Assembly is needed to insure us gas 
as $1 50 until 1890, and thereafter at $1 26, or 
as much lower as competition can make the 
price. 

The Council should look well to this point. 
and beware of passing the Water Gas bill over 
the Mayor’s veto, unless there is a certainty 
that the St. Louis Company will put the price 
down to $1 50 without any franchise extension 
and without placing itself under any new con- 
tract obligation to the city. What certainty— 
nay, what probability, is there that the courts 
will permit the Water Gas Company to vend 
gas south of Washington avenue prior to 1890, 
or that the old monopoly will, out of mere 
love and affection, remit $1,500,000 of the 
amount it bas the power to extort from us 
within the remaining years of its exclusive 


franchise? 

Ovr dispatches from Topeka tell of the 
cumulative offers of large sums of money with 
which the St. Louis and San Francisco Rail- 
road is now tempting Mr. C. W. Davis to 
compromise his claim on that road for $97,000 
damages. The same dispatches give us a 
glimpse of the conclusive proofs upon which 
he relies to convict the road of gross violations 
of law in its efforts to break down his trade, 
drive him out of the coal business altogether, 
build up a monopoly of that business for the 
road itself and for an inside ring of its man- 
agers, and thus to force him to sell his coal 
property to the monopoly at its own 
price. The revelations are positively startling, 
and should arouse courts, legislatures and peo- 
ple to exhaust every remedy for the punish- 
ment and suppression of such outrageous 
infractions of law and of public and private 
right. Rather than see Mr. Davis weaken 
and accept any compromise, the people of tbis 
city could well afford to take the whole cost of 
his cases off his hands, and spare no expense in 
pushing them to the final judgment which will 
shuw just what are the remedi¢cs and what the 
defects of the law as it stands. 


THE expressions with which the House of 
Delegates unanimously passed the Water Gas 
bill over the @fayor’s veto indicated that the 
members were governed more by a feeling of 
distrust and resentment towards the St. Louis 
Gas Light Company, than by a cool, unbiased 
estimate of the relative value of the competing 
propositions to the city and its gas consumers. 
Nobody is to blame but the managers of the 
St. Louis Gas Light Company for the deep- 
seated and widespread animosity and distrust 
with which it is regarded. But a policy of 
revenge at the expense of the public, or the 
frittering away of an opportunity in mere 
manifestations of disgust, is not consistent 
with the proper discharge of an important 
public trust. Let the Council consider the 
pending propositions without bias from preju- 
dice, fear, favor or affection, and choose that 
which gives the most reliable assurance of 
cheap gas, whether it comes from the old 
monopoly or from a new company.

Outrageous Discrimination Against 
the Pittsburg Coal Company of 
Crawford County, Kansas—How Gen- 
efal Manager Rogers Monopolized 
Business on His Road—A_  Self- 
Convicting Letter. 


Special Correspondence of the Post- DisPatcs. 

Topgexa, Kan., December 15.—The case of C. 
Wood Davis vs. the St. Louis and San Francisco 
Raiiway Company, arising in consequence of gross 
discriminations practiced against the Pittsburg 
Coal Company of Pittsburg. Crawford County, of 
which Mr. Davis was superiatendent, will probably 
occupy twoweeks in the United States Circuit 
Court before Judze D. J. Brewer. The case is now 
hardiy fairly ui.der way. but to-morrow Mr. Davis 
will place witnesses on the stand who will testify 
that Mr. Davis was the victim of most outrageous 
discriminations, in that he was charged twice the 
rate for coal cars that a competing coal company, 
known as the Rogers Coal Company, of which 
Cc. W. Rogers, vice-president and gen- 
eral manager of the St. Louis and 
San Franc sco Railway, was principal 
owner was charged; and not satisfied, however, 
with going this far, the iliezal discriminations prac - 
ticed in the distribution of empty coal cars to be 
loaded by the two coalcompanies, were even more 
glaring, as Mr. Davis, for many days in succession, 
was without a single car to load, although during 
such time the Rogers Coal Company were assigned 
more cars than they cou.d possibly load; aud quite- 
as bad were the discrimivations practiced in forward 
ing coal wheu loaded, Mr. Davis having frequentiy 
had coal remain on the side-~tracks at Pittsbu rg 
from two to seven days, while the Rogers Company 
bad its coal forwarded promptly each day. Not 
only waé this the case with the coal business, bu 
the company of which General Manager Rogers 
was president, monopolized the sandstone, hay and 
lime business all along the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco roac, by having lower freight rates than 
could be obtained by any one else. 

VICE-PRESIDENT ROGERS’ LETTER.

GIGANTIC ROBBERY sCHEME. 


Capture of an Organized Gang of Express 
Robbers in Boston 
New Yors, December 16.—A gang of express 
thieves has recently raided Boston with consider- 
able success. It was a regularly organized band 
with a s\ stem that worked about as foll:ws: The 
gang would hire a housein a safe neighborhood 
somMew bers in the suburbs, leave atrusted man in 
charge and then follow the big express wagons in 
their tours of deinvery about the city.

Judge Barclay Decides the Cotton 
Compress Company’s Caso 
To-Day,

The Surplus Among the Stockholders 
Can Be Distributed on the Plan of 
the Directors—The Collector Sus- 
tained in Refusing the Auction 
License—The Howards’ Domestic 
Troubles—Verdict in a Dog Case— 
Decisions and Cases of Interest Be- 
fore the Courts. 


Judge Barclay to-day rendered a decision in the 
case of Coquard vs, the 8t. Louis Cotton Compress 
Company. This matter involved the use of $625,- 
040. The Compress Company had a capital stock 
of $1,250,/00, and it desired to replace half of the 
amount with 6 per cent bonds, affording the stock- 
holders a fixed return upon their investment. Mr. 


Coquard commenced an injunction proceeding to 
restrain the direciors from issuing the bonds. 
There was no temporary restraining order and the 
bonds were issued, but the members cou.d pot 
dispose of them owing to the Coquard proceeding. 

Judge Barclay says: “Upon an autnorized re- 
duction of the capital stock of a corporation, the 
excess of assets over habilities, regarding the 
reduced capital stock as a liavilify, remaining after 
such reduccion is surplus, which may properly be 
distributed among the stocsholders. If such 
surplus is invested in a piant, or otherwise so Situ~ 
ated as not to be prudently convertible into cash, it 
is competent for the corporation. in the exercise of 
asound business discre ion, to borrow on bonds 
and general mortgage sufficient ready funds to 
distribute such surplus among tbe stockholders. 
The demurrer to the answer is overruled, 


The Auc:ioa License Case, 

Judge Thayer to-day rendered a decision in the 
Dahlhbejmer auction license cise. This was an 
«pplication to compel the Collector to issue one 
month's license for a jewelry auction at 217 N. 
Fourth street, during the holiday season. The 
Collector refused the license on the ground that 
a majority of the occupants of the 
biock bad not assented to the application, 
The Court does not take iudicial notice of city 
ordinances. The only city ordinance the Court 
could co sider in passing upon this demurrer was 
secti: nm 13.article 20, chapter 37, Revised Ordinances 
of 1881, and the question is its validity. In tue 
State ex rel. Russe | vs. Beattie, the Court of Ap- 
peals held the power to enact an ord.nance, 
with res to livery stabies,was conferred by that 
ciause of the charter which nuthorizes the Munici- 
pal Assembly to license, tax and regulate lverv 
stables, auctioveers, etc. It was likewise he!d that 
the same kind of an ordinance was neither unrea-

For that rea- 
son, evidently, tae Municipal Assembly has seen 
fit to enact that residents of the block where it is 
proposed to locate such esiabishments sb sl have 
the right te determine whether they sbail be so 
located, and inasmuch as it bas been held that 
such enactment is both valid and a reasonable 
exercise of police power, there is no ground for 
controversy as to such questions in the uisi prius 
courts. The demurrer to the return is overruled.

DUBLIN CASTLE, 


Thomas Marphy of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary to Lecture on Its Methods. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcu. 

New Yors, December 16.—Thomas Murphy, for 
many years a distr.ct inspector in the first class in 
the Royal Irish Constabulary, arrived in this city 
last Sun iay.gand proposes, in a short time, to de- 
liver a course of lectures on the Dublin Castile 
methods generally. He was asked vesterday in 
relation to the scandalous charges against Freach 
and Cornwall which caused so much excitement 
last year, and in reply said: ‘James Ellis Freach 
was the detective inspector in,the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary for eigateen years. It has been com- 
monly reported on the force fora long time that 
he was addicted to the practices for which he was 


afterward convicted, but he occupied such a par- 
ticuiarly influential position that his 
brotuer officers were afraid to make 
any charge or” ofiicial report against 
him. I heard these rumors, butit was not until 
December, 1881, that I received information which 
Jeft no doubt in wy mind that be was guiity. Stili 
I bad no ocular proof, and should I have faiied to 
estabiish tae charge, I should have been summarily 
dismissed. In May, 1582, however, when Loru 
Smencer came to Ireiand as viceroy, I posted tw: 
com:nunications, one addressed to him. the otie 
to Colonei Brockenwvurry, W.0O was tnen Chief 0: 
the Criminal Depariment, containing tue names oi 
six officers of tne Royalfirseh Coustabulary, who 
were in opposition to prove overt acts of miscon- 
duct against Freoch. ach of these commutica- 
tons coniained a sugxestion that the six ollicers 
narned should be taken to Dublin Castic 
aud eXamined separately on oath by Coldiel 
Bruce, the Inspecior-General.
